A 34-year old man who held law 
enforcement at bay on June 4 is 
scheduled for arraignment in 46th 
Circuit Trial Court on charges of 
fleeing and eluding police. 

Following a report that he was 
holding his wife against her will at 
their Frederic home, Roger Byars 
fled on a motorcycle, leading sher- 
iff’s deputies on a chase that even- 
tually ended at a home on Ogemaw 
Street in Grayling that afternoon. 
Once inside the house, Byars posi- 
tioned himself in the attic where he 
threatened to shoot police officers 
and himself. Grayling Police Det. 
Dennis Long, trained in hostage 
negotiations, talked Byars into giv- 
ing up the weapon, ending the 
hours long incident. 

Originally,. Byars faced charges 
of domestie.‘violence and felony 
fireatins ‘possession. The domestic 
violence charge was dismissed on 
July 3, but may be reinstated if he 
violates the law again.

Judge may decide 
shelter membership

The fate of about 270 declared 
members of the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County, Inc. is in the 
hands of 46th Circuit Trial Court 
Judge Dennis Murphy who will pre- 
side over a hearing to’ review the 
membership of the organization on 
July 25 at 1:30 p.m. 

More than 270 people have come 
forward in recent months to declare 
their eligibility for membership 
according to current by-laws, but 
the shelter board has not recognized 
them as members. 


The upcoming hearing concerns - 


Counts III and IV of a lawsuit filed 
by the shelter board in January 
against former volunteer director 
Dixie Lobsinger. While the suit was 
filed solely against Lobsinger, 
Counts Ii and IV concern certify- 
ing the membership roll and a 
request for permission to change the 
by-laws without a vote of any mem- 
bers. 

Shelter board attorney Monte 
Burmeister filed a set of proposed 
by-laws with the court on June 5. 
Upon reading the entry, shelter 
member Sharon Priebe called the 
proposed by-laws “totally unsatis- 
factory and exclusive to many in the 
community.” Burmeister proposes 


associates, and liberal rules for giv- 
ing notice of and holding meetings. 

H. Keith DuBois, Lobsinger’s 
attorney, responded with a set of 
proposed by-laws of his own on 
July 5. DuBois proposes $5 annual 
dues (payable in cash, volunteer 
time or supplies such as food, blan- 
kets, cleaning items), a minimum 
age requirement of 15 years, pur- 
chase of liability insurance for the 
board and those working or volun- 
teering for the shelter, and compara- 
bly more specific and narrow rules 
regarding notification of the mem- 
bership for regular and special 
meetings. 

DuBois disagreed with 
Burmeister’s nearly three-page arti- 
cle protecting the board from legal 
action (indemnity) and removed the 
wording almost in its entirety from 
the proposed by-laws he submitted. 

Priebe stated she is hopeful the 
Judge will make a fair ruling on the 
membership. She pointed out that 
to this date, those “acting as the 
board” of the shelter have not rec- 
ognized the declared members even 
though the board has had possession 
of eligibility information since 
February. Priebe added, “I hope 
once the membership is certified, 
Judge Murphy will let the members 
decide if any changes should be 
made to their by-laws.”

Police seek 
warrants on 
_ six cashiers

Following two months of investi- 
gation and undercover work to dis- 
cover the reason behind cash short- 
ages, Grayling Police Detective 
Dennis Long said his department is 
asking Crawford County 
Prosecutor John Huss for warrants 
to arrest six employees of Glen’s 
Family Market on embezzlement 
charges. 

Det. Long said the investigation 
began after a store manager con- 
tacted the department “regarding 
suspected criminal activity by an 
employee... possibly shoplifting.” 
Long estimates “tens of thousands 
of dollars worth of goods have been 
taken from the store.” 

According to Det. Long, six 
cashiers will each be charged with 
one count each of felony embezzle- 
ment and misdemeanor conspiracy 
to embezzle. He explained his 
department has evidence that the 
cashiers allegedly involved were 
“cashing each other out,” allowing 
cart loads of items to be taken from 
the store for as little as $19 or $20.

Frederic to vote on millage renewal, addition

On Tuesday, August 7, Frederic 
Township voters will be asked to 
cast ballots on two millage propos- 
als for the township’s fire depart- 
ment: a two-mill renewal to contin- 
ue current operations, and a one- 
mill addition for fire station 
improvements and a new ambu- 
lance. 

“Proposal 1,” the two-mill renew- 
al, would fund the Frederic 
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Township Fire Department at its 
current rate and allow the depart- 
ment to continue operating at its 
current level. The renewal would 
be effective from 2001 through 
2004, if passed. 

“Proposal 11” would tax the 
township at a rate of one mill ($1 
per $1,000 of taxable value per 
year) for 12 years (2001 through 
2012). The additional one mill per 
year would be used to construct an 
addition on the township's fire sta- 
tion and purchase one new ambu- 
lance. 

According to Doug Pratt, 
Frederic Township Fire Chief, the 
proposed fire station renovations 
include adding three new bays. 

If only Proposal fF passes, the 
Frederic Township Fire 
Department will continue to oper- 
ate in its current state without any 
increase in taxes. 

If the two-mill renewal is voted 
down, the township would have to 
set up a special assessment to keep 
the fire department going, Pratt 
said, “which would cost the taxpay- 


. efs more in the long run” because a 


millage draws money from busi- 
nesses and industry as well as resi- 
dences. 

(A township board can establish 
a special assessment {a flat rate per 
year on properties} without a vote 
by township citizens.) 

The special election will be held 
on Tuesday, August 7, at the 
Frederic Township Library. Polls 
will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m.

Donation helps keep memories alive

The lives of two stately spruce 
trees were spared recently in 
Grayling as the city’s. sidewalk pro- 
ject continues to sweep: through 
town. Instead of finding themselves 
cut into pieces for firewood, the 
trees have found a new place to 
spread their boughs and serve as a 
memorial to a local family’s loved 
ones. 

Bill and Jean Weaver made 
arrangements recently to have the 
15-foot trees moved from the side 
yard of the home where they raised 
. their children, at Peninsular and 
Ottawa Streets, to the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery grounds in memory of 
loved ones who have passed. . 

Over about 15 years, the Weavers 
tended to and nurtured the blue 
spruces to the healthy size they are 
today, making them perfect candi- 
dates for transplantation. Each tree 
Measures about eight feet in diame- 
ter. 

Once the, Weavers. learned the 
trees were in the Piss ‘of the. side- 


toe Adee i bey vate 


walk project, they started looking 
for a transplant location. They con- 
sidered the site of the new library 
and other places in the community, 
but none seemed to work out. 
Then, they asked Ed Parks, pro- 


_ ject manager for the Grayling Fish 


Hatchery Restoration Project, if the 
trees could be of some use there. 
“We have come to know Ed through 
the library project and know how 
much he appreciates keeping the 
natural look of the hatchery 
grounds,” said Mrs. Weaver. “The 
trees will-enhance that look and pro- 
vide needed shade.” 

Having the spruces at the hatch- 
ery holds some sentimental value 
for Mrs. Weaver, who spent a few 


‘years of her early childhood living 


near the hatchery in a house built by 
Nels Johnson. 

“The hatchery served as a sort of 
playground for my brothers and I,” 
she said. 

The spruces themselves hold 
some meaning, too. Mrs. Weaver 


-explained. . that...when, .she ...was 


sail she ‘admired the. spruces 
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growing in the yard of Ella Hanson 
Wilcox, the mother of her friend, 
Nancy. She and Bill planted the 
recently donated spruces because of 
that long-held admiration. 

On July 14, the well-choreo- 
graphed transplant procedure took 
place. Holes were dug at the 
Hatchery to accommodate the root 
systems of each tree, then the trees 
were carefully removed from the 
ground and taken to the Hatchery 
and re-planted’ by a “Big Tree” 
hydraulic spade or “scooper” truck 
operated by Marvin’s Garden of 
West Branch. The soil “plugs” 
removed at the Hatchery to create 
the planting site were then used to 

-fill the void left from’ the tree 
removal in town. 

The trees represent the first to 
planted in Phase I of the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery Restoration Project, 


which covers _ naturalization, 
restoration and landscaping of the 
Hatchery grounds. 


Restoration committee chairman 
.Pat Merrill and project manager Ed 
Parks were on hand for the trans- 
aslo! Echt ge lier oe 


planting. 

Merrill commented, “The trees 
are just beautiful and we really 
appreciate the donation. Big, 
mature trees are a wonderful gift 
because they look like they have 
been there forever.” The trees are 
now located near the hatchery’s 
parking area. 

The Weavers were happy to find a 
way to save the spruces and put 
them to good use at the Fish 
Hatchery. Besides donating the 
trees, and making the arrangements, 
the Weavers also paid for the cost of 
the transplant. 

“If others have transplantable 
trees that could be donated to the 
Fish Hatchery Project, a good loca- 
tion in the landscape plan will be 
found,” Parks said.

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Beaver Creek considering roadside trash pick-up

About four years ago, the voters 
of Beaver Creek Township decided 
against the idea of roadside trash 
pick-up. Since that time, residents 
have been required to purchase 
“green bags” at a cost of 75-cents a 
piece for household trash disposal. 
The township board is now recon- 
sidering the issue. 

Though working well, the green 
bag program is not covering the full 
cost of the township’s cost for trash 
disposal. 

Beaver Creek residents were 
asked last month to fill out a three 
question survey on the issue includ- 
ed in a June newsletter published by 
the township. Of about 1,500 full 
time residents, approximately 50 
have responded. The results of that 
survey have board members seeking 
more public input because, so far, 
residents are split 50/50 on the 
issue. 

An informational session will be 
‘ held at the township hall on 
Tuesday, July 24 at 7 p.m. to pro- 
vide information to Beaver Creek 
residents and for the board to 
receive comments on the proposed 


program. 


After receiving cost estimates 
from two waste disposal firms, 
Supervisor Lee Riley said roadside 
trash pick-up would cost homeown- 
ers, at the most, $10 per month. The 
cost would be included as part of 
township tax bills, but would not be 
considered a tax, but a service fee. 

Riley pointed out that once resi- 
dents see the $10 per month fee may 
actually cost them less than the 75- 
cents per bag, plus the added conve- 
nience of only having to take their 
trash as far as the end of their drive- 
ways, they may consider the road- 
side service a real asset. 

If a family normally disposes of 
four bags of trash each week, that 
amounts to $3 in green bags. 
Multiply that amount by 52 weeks 
and this particular family is spend- 
ing $156 each year to take trash to 
the transfer station during its limited 
hours of operation. 

Beaver Creek Township Treasurer 
Vivian Balmes said the new service 
would include disposal containers 
or “carts” that can be’ wheeled to the 
roadside with relative ease. The 
carts will also serve the purpose of 
keeping animals from tearing up 
trash bags and littering the land- 
scape. With the new service, trash 


pick-up would — take place on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, or Thursday 
each week. 

The township’s recycling pro- 
gram currently in place will contin- 
ue. “We will maintain basic recy- 
cling services,” Riley said, “but, we 
may change the location and times 
of operation if the roadside service 
is implemented.” 

Large item pick-up will be con- 
sidered as part of any contract to 
which the township agrees. 

Riley said. he would hope for 
options of monthly or bi-weekly 
opportunities to allow residents to 
properly dispose of large, unwanted 
items. 

“A lot of people have been waking 
us about a roadside pick-up pro- 
gram,” Balmes remarked. “I wish I 
could know how more residents feel 
about this issue.” 

The trash pick-up fee would only 
be levied against improved proper- 


ties, Riley said, therefore owners of 


vacant land will not be affected. 
“We are really in need of public 
opinion on this matter and hope 
many Beaver Creek residents will 
take the time to attend the informa- 
tional session,” said Riley. 
Those who cannot attend the July

Districting always leaves political scars 


THE VENERABLE ADAGE about death 
and taxes being the only certainties in life is 
politically incorrect. 

Here’s another certainty: Redistricting of 
political boundaries cannot possibly make 
everyone happy. 

Case in point: The ongoing fracas about 
the way the Republican legislature in 
Michigan proposes to draw up new districts 
for Michigan's delegation to congress and 
for the state house and senate. 

The U.S. Constitution requires the gov- 
ernment to count its citizens each 10 years, 
and then to divide representation in the U.S. 
House of Representatives accordingly. 

Each state must have at least one seat in 
the house, and certain other rules must be 
observed— most of them established by court 
cases over the years. 

Districts must be as equal as possible in 
population, compact and regular in shape, 
homogenous in character, and lines should 
split as few local jurisdictions as possible. 


Minority representation also must be 
assured. 

In addition, mapmakers must second- 
guess how much divergence from standards 
state and federal courts will tolerate. 

* * * 

OVERLOADING THE entire process is 
partisanship. Districts can be drawn in a 
variety of ways and still meet the same legal 
requirements. 

Future elections will depend on the parti- 
san leanings of voters in each new district. 
Load one with big city voters, results likely 
will sway one way; load another with rural 
voters, results likely will swing the other: 

This year, Republicans control the process 
in Michigan, with GOP majorities in state 
house and senate, governor's office and 
state supreme court. 

Not surprisingly, the congressional plan 
adopted a few days ago has a decided 
Republican edge. Partisanship? Yes... the 
same sort of partisanship Democrats dis- 


played in the past when they controlled the 
keys of power. 

Politics and partisanship are inherent in 
all redistricting. Results depend on which 
party is running the show. 

* * * 
THE MICHIGAN GOP plan is likely . to 
cost Democrats three. congressional seats, 
and they have challenged it in court. 

Because Michigan’s population growth 
since 1980 lagged behind national popula- 
tion growth, Michigan goes from 16 to 15 
seats in congress. Present partisan ratio is 9- 
7 Democrat. Most analysts figure the new 
plan will come out 9-6 Republican. 

The GOP plan throws six of the nine 
incumbent Democrats into races against 
each other- that is, if all nine decide to run 
again in the same district where they now 
live. 

Jon Dingell of Dearborn, who’s been in 
congress more than 40 years, and Lynn 
Rivers of Ann Arbor would be in the same 


district. 

So would Jim Barcia of Bay City and 
Dale Kildee of Flint, as would Sander Levin 
of Royal Oak and, David Bonior of Mt. 
Clemens. Mr. Bonior, however, is actively 
running for governor. 

All six of these Democrats may delay 
final decisions until they see how their court 
challenge comes out, but three of them prob- 
ably won’t be back. °

THE OTHER THREE Democratic 


incumbents appear safe. John Conyers and . 


Carolyn Cheeks Kilpatrick, both of Detroit, 


* will maintain their minority representation. 


The northern district of Bart Stupak of 
Menominee has been stretched even further 
into the lower peninsula to become arguably 
the largest district in the country which is 
not a single state. Although the district is 
figured at marginally Republican, Mr. 
Stupak’s: incumbency is expected to pull 
him through. 


Two new districts have no. incumbents. 
Strangely, these both display solid 
Republican voting patterns. 

One is tailor made in the Thumb area for 
Candice Miller of Macomb County, term- 
limited as secretary of state. She wanted to 
run for governor but decided not to buck thé 
capital machine of party favorite Lt. Gov. 
Dick Posthumous. 

The other could attract several candidatés, 
including state Sen. Thaddeus -McCotter of 
Livonia, who has been doing some heavy 
lifting for the GOP in the Senate lately. 

Politics as usual? You bet. ! 

Every 10 years, one party or the other 
does everything it can to gain full. political 
advantage through redistricting. It all 
depends on who’s at the top of the polities! 
hill at the time. ao

Post office offers 


As your Postmaster, I see all 
types of mail. We make every effort 
to get your mail to you in a timely 
manner, whether the address on 
your letter is typewritten or hand- 
written, whether your handwriting 


"Gs neat, shiough ta, impress -your 
’ grade school teachers, or sloppy 


enough to make their heads shake in 
disgust. 

Here are some tips to help us help 
you to get your cards and letters 
délivered: 

¢ If you aren’t sure of a state’s 
abbreviation, don’t guess. Call our 
toll-free number at 800-ASK-USPS 
to find out for sure. I have seen a lot 
of mail directed to Little Rock, AK 
(Alaska), instead of AR (Arkansas). 

© Use the full name of the city. 
The scanners don’t recognize city 


- abbreviations, and many times, we 


humans do not know which city you 
mean. For instance, there are six 


different destinations in Washington 
- State which begin with 


“Sea,” 
besides “Seattle.” 

¢ If possible, please type your 
If not, print in block, 


© If you have a computer, prepare 


‘ a sheet of labels for addresses you 


frequently mail to and use them. 

¢ Please don’t use those pre-print- 
ed, tiny gummed labels to address 
an envelope. The print is too small 
to read. 

¢ Don’t draw cute little pictures 


addressing tips 


on the envelope. It makes it really 
hard to find the address. 

¢ Always include your return 
address *- even on postcards. 

* Businesses should put their 
retum addresses in the upper left- 
hand comer of the envelope. Many 
of them have: the address.-going 
down the side or at an angle. Too 
often, the machines misinterpret the 
retum address for the mailer’s 
address and the mail comes back to 
you. 

* Many wedding and party invita- 
tions have fancy, italicized lettering. 
Please choose patterns or fonts that 
are easy to read. 

¢ If you aren’t sure your letter is 
under one ounce, have it weighed at 
the Post Office. Mail without suffi- 
cient postage will be returned to you 
for more postage causing it to take 
longer to be delivered, or it might 
go postage due. 

¢ Use those ZIP Codes. If. you 
aten’t sure of a ZIP Code, don’t 
guess. If you’re wrong, it will delay 
your mail while it goes to a place 
you never intended. 

Remember, we're the United 
States Postal Service. We're in 
business to serve you -- service is 
part of our name. By following 
these tips, you can help us help you 
by delivering your mail as quickly 
and efficiently as possible.

Hip injury rehabilitation includes ‘plane’ therapy 


William Gebhard served his 


country in World War II fighting the 
- battle with many a comrade. Today, 
some of those memories still linger 
with him and he readily shares them 
with the staff’ and residents of 
Grayling Nursing. Centre where he 
currently resides: Gebhard tives in 
Lewiston with his Wifé of 47-years, 
Leora. 

While he is receiving physical 
therapy for a hip injury, Gebhard 
has kept himself busy refurbishing a 
project he built over 40 years ago. 
He drew out plans and built a B-17 
Flying Fortress from sheet metal. 
While residing at the Centre, he has 
been repainting the aircraft and 
reminiscing with employees and 
residents. 

Gebhard’s desire to build the 


model came from his experience as 
a side gunner in this type of aircraft 
during the war. He didn’t get to 
hold this position very long because 
it was learned he had a hearing loss 
in one ear, preventing him from 
hearing on the telephone headset 
during flight. 

His hearing loss came from a bat- 
tle injury as he was struck with 
shrapnel while trying to rescue fall- 
en soldiers. He spent a great deal of 
time on board a hospital ship recov- 
ering from those wounds. 

While he was recovering. he was 
awarded the Purple Heart, but the 
medal was stolen from him. He 
spent a total of eight-and-a-half 
years in the military. Gebhard has 
built several other aircraft: models, 
one of which is a B-25 Mitchell's 


Bomber. 

Gebhard’s hobby has also includ- 
ed shipbuilding, he has a 7-foot- 
long replica of the Titanic in his 
yard. When he was discharged from 
the service, he attended a stationary 
engineer school, then worked sever- 
al years as a boiler operator on

Gebhard said he enjoys spending 
his time at Grayling Nursing Centre 
with his hobbies and visiting with 
all the people.

AuSable Construction: 25 years and counting

In 1976, two Jocal brothers-in- 
law started a construction business 
with a couple employees in a rent- 
ed garage. Today, the business has 
an office in the industrial park, 
employs about 15 people. and is in 
the process of building the new 
Crawford County Library. 

Bill Weaver and — Larry 
Ostrowski. co-owners of AuSable 
Construction and AuSable 
Investments, began their business 
partnership 25 years ago with the 
creation of AuSable Construction. 

(AuSable Investments is a sepa- 
rate company created by Weaver 
and Ostrowski that deals in real 
estate.

Frederic fire department one of 47 agencies to receive grant 


Michigan Department of 
Community Health Director James 
K. Haveman, Jr. announced July 
10 that $1.69 million in rural 
health funding has been awarded 
for local Emergency Medical 
Service Recruitment (EMS) and 
Retention Projects. Frederic 
Township Volunteer Fire 
Department was one of the funding 
recipients. 

“Pre-hospital care and the trans- 
portation of patients to health care 
facilities is a vital part of health 
care.” Haveman = said. “In 
Michigan’s rural areas, where two- 
thirds of the services are volunteer- 
based, many emergency medical 
service providers lack the 
resources to maintain or enhance 
existing systems. 


Through these _ 


54 projects, we are pleased to work 
in partnership with rural communi- 
ties to stabilize and strengthen 
their local emergency medical ser- 
vices.” 

Rural Health Initiative EMS 
Recruitment and Retention grants 
will be used to develop or expand 
EMS networks. Funds will also be 
used to offer reduced cost trainings 
and tuition subsidy programs to 
attract volunteers, as well as to 
purchase and/or replace essential 
operating equipment, such as 
ambulances, radio systems and 
defibrillators. 

During the first round of funding 
announcements, 54 grants were 
awarded to 47 agencies, including 
local life support and public safety 
organizations, hospitals, local gov- 


ernmental entities and Medical 
Control Authorities. In addition to 
state Rural Health Initiative funds, 
rural communities have offered 
$2.3 million in local matching 
funds, along with thousands of 
volunteer hours. 

Fifteen funding awards, totaling 
$618,169 were granted to northern 
Michigan agencies, including 
$5,203 to the Frederic Township 
Volunteer Fire Department for the 
purchase of communication equip- 
ment and a snowmobile to pull its 
rescue sled. 

Also, North Flight, Inc. of 
Traverse City, will receive 
$100,000 to establish and organize 
a regional EMS dispatch and data 
network in nine counties, includ- 
ing Crawford; Munson Medical 


Center in Traverse City will 
receive $200,000 to expand the 
eight-county Northwest Michigan 
EMS Network all or a portion of 
five counties, including 
Roscommon and Oscoda Counties; 
Kalkaska Memorial Hospital will 
receive $83,750 to replace an- 
ambulance and purchase opera- 
tional equipment, and support the 
training of five paramedics; and 
Otsego Memorial Hospital in 
Gaylord will receive $12,943 to 
upgrade its pre-hospital radio sys- 
tem. 

A second round of funding 
announcements for EMS 
Recruitment and Retention pro- 
jects and Medical Equipment and 
Technology projects will be 
released in late July.

New library mural to feature beauty of local river system

The wildlife, flora and fauna of 
the AuSable and Manistee Rivers 
will soon merge into a single land 
and water scape beneath the hands 
of local artist, Tom Russell. When 
the work is finished, it will adorn an 
18-foot span of the new Devereaux 
Memorial Crawford County Library 
slated to open next spring. 

Russell will first sketch, then col- 
orize the vibrant scene, painting it 
on tightly woven linen, an old 
method he claims that has served 
artists for over 500 years. 

The cloth is first cut and stretched 
on a frame, then pulled and stapled 
at the four corners until tight. When 
a more modern product called 
“Gesso” is applied to the cloth, it 
permeates the fibers and serves to 
tighten the linen even further, giving 
the raw surface an excellent texture. 

The three 6° x 8’ panels -- called a 
triptych -- will form a single mean- 
dering scene above the front desk of 
the new library facility. Russell will 
use acrylic paints after first formu- 
lating each intricate design for the 
birds, fish, wildlife, trees and the 
river bed itself. Each panel will 
stand separately, though together, a 
continual flow of color and ideas 
will drift as the scene unfolds across 
the span. 

Russell and his wife, Pat, have 
taken extensive photo references 
and gathered other materials for the 
mural, and while he claims he draws 
more than paints, the minute detail

A glimpse at the local music scene 
Riding the pop-punk waves with Sentimental Surf

Amidst the casual small town 
atmosphere of Grayling, there lies a 
niche for musical talent which is 
often overlooked. This is the third 
part of an ongoing series showcas- 
ing local musical talent in order that 
local bands may be recognized for 
their efforts towards bringing music 
to our community. 

Sentimental Surf is a pop-punk 
band who's members all originate 
from Grayling. The musicians who 
compromise Sentimental Surf are 
Andy Van Guilder, Paul 
Reichelderfer, and Joe Collen. 

The first trace of the bands exis- 
tence started in June of 1993 when 
Collen and Reichelderfer began to 


play together. Reichelderfer had - 


just gotten a piece-meal drumset, 
and a $35 guitar which needed quite 
a bit of work to be played. 
Reichelderfer gave the guitar to 
friend Collen so that he had some- 
one to play guitar while he beat on 
the skins. The first amplifier was a 
radio from Reichelderfer’s house. 

The two continued to jam togeth- 
er until friend Van Guilder wan- 
dered into Reichelderfer’s during a 
jam session on his way to band 
practice with rock band Mr. Kite. 
Van Guilder, who had brought his 
bass and amp, decided to plug in 
and play with Reichelderfer and 
Collen. 

“We sucked,” said Van Guilder. 
“But it was a beginning.” 

The friends agreed to continue to 
jam together, “but we never thought 
about becoming a real band,” 
Reichelderfer said. 

Two years of jamming followed, 
with the trio evolving together as 
musicians. In the summer of 95, 
they finally decided to hold formal 
band practices. At this point, Collen 
still wielded the guitar and Van 
Guilder ran the bass, with 
Reichelderfer banging the shells. 

Even with Van Guilder splitting 
time with Mr. Kite, the group 
temained dedicated to playing. 
Once, Reichelderfer’s car broke 
down on the way to practice, and he 
had to take Dial-A-Ride to Van 
Guilder’s for the session. In another 
instance, the trio were attempting to 
record some material onto a demo 
tape for personal critique. Since 
Collen didn’t have an amp, he had 
to stand in front of the microphone 
and play, hoping the mic would 
pick up the twangs of his ax. 

Finally, Van Guiider, who had

had enough, told Collen “he could- 
n’t crunch” and took the guitar 
duties away from him. Collen 
switched over to bass, and the struc- 
ture was set for the members of 
Sentimental Surf. ; 

Surf played consistently through- 
out the summer, but at last Van 
Guilder’s commitment to two bands 
began to show. Sentimental Surf 
was not given sufficient attention. 
and so remained in the fledgling 
stages of development. 

In the winter of 1996, the mem- 
bers of Sentimental Surf temporari- 
ly went different ways. They were 
all looking for a chance to play as 
much as possible, and so Van 
Guilder and Collen joined the metal 
band Shank, while Reichelderfer 
joined with death-metal band Mind 
Coup. The trio continued to play 
together, but were limited with the 
time constraints of the new bands. 

On top of joining bands, Van 
Guilder and Reichelderfer helped to 
form a Christian rock band with 
Josh Colby. Collen was considered 
the bands “head roadie,” as he 
always helped to move equipment 
and set up sound. The band was dis- 
banded when Collen and Van 
Guilder were kicked out for going 
to a party and Reichelderfer was 
dropped because the other band he 
was a part of, Mind Coup, did not 
practice the Christian religion. 

“The morbid image of Mind 
Coup obviously conflicted with his 
(Colby’s) happy character,” said 
Reichelderfer. — 

Mind Coup and Shank played 
frequently at parties and small 
venue's around Grayling. The two 
were at a level of “friendly compe- 
tition,” according to Collen, but as 
always the trio of Sentimental Surf 
continued to jam together. 

A break came for the trio when 
they got a chance to play at an 
assembly at school. The only prob- 
lem was that they needed a vocalist. 
“Someone with a dark image who 
was capable of death metal 
screams,” said Van Guilder. “We 
found these qualities:in classmate 
J.R. Akers, and formed the Neil 
Longworth Band,” he added. (The 
band was named after their drafting 
teacher who constantly reprimand- 
ed them for wasting class time play- 
ing the drafting board strings and 
talking about bands and music 
instead of doing classwork). 

“He didn’t want us to use his 
name, so we did,” said 
Reichelderfer. 

Meanwhile, things were boding 
ill for the other bands. Mind Coup 
played Beerapalooza and_ the 
Crawford: County Fair, but were 
refused to play at prom or any 
school assemblies. Shank was able

to play at prom, as well as Project 
Graduation. They were scheduled 
to play Beerapalooza. but broke up 
that night when one member was 
thrown in jail and another decided 
to work instead. 

Throughout the summer, Mind 
Coup was barely held together, and 
when Collen and Reichelderfer 
signed up for the Marine Corps, the 
band ceased to exist. Slated to leave 
in the fall, they held a huge going 
away jam where many local musi- 
cians and friends gathered to play 
one last time. 

Van Guilder was determined to 
keep playing and creating music in 
the absence of his former band 
mates and best friends. He started 
the band Death Threat with friends 
Josh Taylor and Kevin Annis. The 
new sound was a rap style similar to 
that of the act ICP. 

Death Threat played several 
shows in the local area, and cut a 
pair of albums entitled Your Time 
Draws Near and The Alpha of the 
Omega. 

It was during this time that Van 
Guilder began to heavily produce 
other bands, since his experience 
with Death Threat gave him an 
opportunity to work with all aspects 
of recording, mixing, and produc- 
ing. Projects which he produced 
included Malaki, MDOC, Sounds 
for Retirement, Urban Assault, 
MP5, Sunday Pie, Bedlam, Psycho 
C, and Tragic. 

Death Threat continued together 
for about two years, and Van 
Guilder would hook up and play old 
tunes with Reichelderfer and Collen 
whenever they got a chance to 
come home on leave. At one of 
these such sessions, in March 2000, 
Collen and Van Guilder decided it 
would be a good idea to cut an 
album. Collen handled the bass 
lines, and Van Guilder played all of 
the other instruments and added 
vocals to ‘the tracks. ‘It ‘was at’ this 
time that they wrote their first seri- 
ous song, entitled “Break. the 
Rules.” The entire recording of the 
seven song EP took three days, as 
only two of the songs were 
rehearsed before recorded. The 
name of the album was Summer 
2000. 

Reichelderfer caught wind of the 
new material and “got hyped up 
about getting back together with 
these guys to make music.” While 
he was still in California, however, 
he needed a band to keep him active 
in the drumming scene, and so he 
formed an alternative rock band 
called Article 134 which he played 
with until he returned home for 
good. 

Van Guilder finally got fed up 
with Death Threat, and quit after 


countless mishandlings from other 
bands who promised shows for a 
certain amount of money, but never 
came through. “Nothing was going 
tight,” Van Guilder remarked. “At 
that point 1 was just producing 
bands and waiting for my friends 
(Reichelderfer and Collen) to come 
home so we could continue 
Sentimental Surf.” 

It was at this time that the mem- 
bers of Sentimental Surf decided to 
dedicate their musical interests 
wholly to the Surf, not to fragment 
the spirit of the band by involving 
themselves with other musical out- 
fits. They would either exclusively 
be Sentimental Surf, or not be at all. 

When a couple of local opportu- 
nities presented themselves, Van 
Guilder decided to call in a couple 
of local friends, to fire up 
Sentimental Surf with these surro- 
gate musicians. (Cy Wakeley filled 
in on the bass duties, and Jason 
Snell worked the drums). They 
began rehearsing in November of 
2000, and were able to play a few 
venues in the area. 

In January, Reichelderfer came 
back on leave, and Van Guilder 
decided to cut an album with him. 
The entire album took a month to 
complete, and as usual Van Guilder 
filled in all of the instruments 
except drums. Crowd Surf was dis- 
tributed to fans at the Kirtland 
Community College “Battle of the 
Bands” in May of 2001. 

Van Guilder mailed copies of the 
finished product to Reichelderfer 
and Collen. “I was shaking when I 
got the package in the mail. I was so 
nervous to hear it, I ripped apart the 
box, skipped the letter and threw in 
the CD immediately,” —_ said 
Reichelderfer. He was very pleased 
with what he heard. 

Collen’s package was delayed 
and took an extra two months to get 
to him. He was also fond of the 
results, 

Finally Reichelderfer and Collen 
returned from the Marines, and.thdy 
jammed the first day back. They 
now practice daily “until the sound 
ordinance goes into effect,” said 
Collen. 

Upcoming shows for the 
Sentimental Surf include a show at 
the Rialto Theatre in August and the 
anticipated Garage Tour at the end 
of August. 

“The Garage Tour is just us going 
around anywhere and playing for 
anybody who will hire us, be it a 
small party or a concert,” said Van 
Guilder.

“We wanted to develop an event 
that you could ride fast or slow,” 
said Wayne Koppa, Rotary Event 
Chairman. “The road surfaces are 
very good and the road commis- 
sions have incorporated pretty 
good paved shoulders along the 
route. The AuSable Valley has 
great recreation opportunities with 
over 1,500 campsites, world class 
canoeing, and fishing and a half 
dozen of the best scenic overviews 
in the Lower Peninsula. The bicy- 
cles are a perfect fit. We think that 
riders will react positively to the 
challenge and the location.” _ 

An interesting pair of partici- 
pants in this year’s event is Bob 
Smith, 27, of Roscommon, an 
employee of The Bicycle Shop in 
Grayling, and his boss, Dick Fultz, 
52. Smith will be competing in his 
Sth canoe marathon, and Fultz 
plans on pedaling to Oscoda in the 
Black Bear Bicycle Tour and pos- 
sibly beating his co-worker to the 
finish line. 

Bicycle tour participants will 
depart from downtown Grayling 
(near the Bicycle Shop) at 8 a.m. 
on Sunday, July 29. The AuSable 
Canoe Marathon starts at 9 p.m. on 
Saturday, July 28. 

“Oscoda is a long ways — 
regardless if you are in a canoe or 
on a bicycle. This won’t be an easy 
trip for myself or Dick,” said 
Smith. “Of all people that ride 
bicycles, only about five percent 
could tide 100 miles in one day 
and only half that number ever 


try.”

“I might be older — but we’ll see 
about that,” said Fultz. “I hope to 


be there to help Bob get out of his’ 


canoe when he gets to Oscoda.

Smith is looking for an arrival 
time of less than 17 hours after the 
start of the canoe race. Fultz hopes 
to ride the 100 miles in less than 
five hours. 

They would arrive in Oscoda 


between 1:30 p.m. and 2 p.m. if 
they each maintain their expected 
pace. 

When asked who will really 
arrive first, they both sniile. 

Racing canoes average 8-9 
miles per hour while a fast cyclist 
can average speeds of 20 miles per 
hour or faster.
